In the Bloomington jail, charged with the 
murder of Richard Parr, at Danvor*, laat 
week, is a tough well known to the Deoa- 
tur police. Hii father and brothers for- 
merly lived near Deoatar, and spent most 
of their time huckstering, trading horses 
and living a roving life. In August, 1883, 
young Jackson got on a spree in this oil; 
with a gullible youth named Dorsey Ball, 
a stranger in the tuwn, who had a watch 
and some money to buy the liquid which 
makes men drunk. Hall end Jackson 
had a high old time, an.d finally the latter, 
who kept reasonably sober, induced the 
former to go with him to the hillside be- 
low the wooden tray f ROtory. There they 
quarreled and came to blown, Jackson 
with a revolver beating Hall over the 
bead and lacerating his face frightfully. 
Ball, with bis clothing saturated with 
bis lifeblood, managed to come up town 
and tell hia sensational story of attempted 
robbery and murder on tbe part of Jack- 
s jn 
Officer Hartley hurried to the set ne 


of the fight and captured Jackson, put- 
ting him in jail. Hall went to the hos- 
pital and remained there several weeks, 
then he disappeared. Jackson was in- 
dicted for robbery and assault to do bod- 
ily injury. In January of last year, be- 
cause of the continued absence of Bali, 
the robbery charge was nolled, and Jack- 
son got a sentence of siity days in tbe 
county jail on pleading guilty to assault. 
After serving out his sentence he diaap 
peared and was not heard of afterward 
nutil tbo tragedy near Bloomington wat- 
committed. 
The killing grew out of 


jealousy, and the woman in the case is 
Lou Austin, who has since gone wea'. 
Jackson traveled from Memphis, Term , 
to Blonmington with the avowed inten- 
tion of killing Farr.

troth, ol the moat frightful description, 
It was an axiom among the Aztecs that 
none but human, sacrifices \rjuca truly 
efficacious. 
They were continually 


making war in order to got a supply of 
victims. 
Thoy regarded the victim, 


wben oooo selected, as a kind of inoar- 
natlon of tb.e deity who- wo» ultimately 
to oousunxe his flash, or at. any rate his 
heart. They retained the practice of 
cannibalism as a reltgiou* rite, and, as 
though they had some oi the redskin's 
blood m their veins, they refined upon 
the tortures to which they forced those 
victims, whom they had •hnofcfr adored 
the moment before, to) undergo at last. 


To celebrate the close of th« annnnl 


rule of Tezoatlpooa, which fell ai u>^ 
beginning of May, they set apart a year 
beforetidnd the handsomest of the 
prlsdnafa of war captu^e^ during the 
prgc^edtng year. They, clothed, him in 
u ooatupae resembling jibstot tlioimngu 
of the god.

that were led by a stag of enormous 
proportions, among the knolls of a 
game preserve. As the proud "mon- 
arch of the glen" stood on ft slight ele- 
vation a large prey eagle was aeon 
ciroling in the air above him. Pres- 
ently it darted almost with the rapidity 
of lightning and lixed itself on the 
back of the affrighted stag. It imbed- 
ded its talons in the flesh of his sides, 
struck fiercely with its pinions and 
reached forward its beak to pluck out 
the beautiful oyea of the animal it was 
torturing. 
Tho stag, apparently stupe- 


fied by fright, at first remained mo- 
tionlesa, but in a moment he put him- 
self on the defensive. Ho moved his 
head rapidly from one side to the 
other, 
striking the eagle with hii 


branching antlers. The savage bird 
was knocked upon the ground and tha 
stag, wounded and bleeding, stood ox- 
ultfngly over it. The eagle, however, 
was not greatly injured. It soon ral- 
lied and rose high in the air. When it 
was almost lost in the distance it was 
fceen to circle again and in a moment 
it darted on the stag and fixed ita tal- 
ons and beak in his haunches. In this 
position the frightened animal was not 
nble to strike it with his antlers, 
although it tried hard to do so.

pmniiJted the eagle to make suoh an 
attack on a powerful stag. They state 
that eagles have been rarely known to 
kill or to try to destroy creatures they 
did not desire for food. What la more 
to the po'rnt they have noyer known 
them to kill animals of a eiz» so large 
that they oould not carry them away. 
They ordinarily seek hares and rabbits, 
but sometimes attack lambs and auok- 
llpg deer. All of these, however, they 
are able to carry off and devour at 
their leisure. Bagles appear to exer- 
cise reason in their hunting expedU 
tions. They do not waste time and 
strength, as human sportsmen do pow- 
der and shot, on game they do not 
•want and which they know they can. 
not make use of. 


It is altogether likely that these nat- 


uralists and hunters may not know as 
much about tho winds and motives of 
wild birds as the)- think they do. 
The 


human inhabitants of the Highlands 
uaed to engage in savage encounters 
with the membeis of rival clans ap- 
parently without cause. They were 
possessed of a natural love of fighting. 
The eagles of these forest wilds may 
have the same disposition. The old 
Highlanders .sought to revenge wrongs 
committed aanuy years beiore. The 
eagles of the same region may seek to 
do the same. Possibly there was an 
"old griidgo" between the parties to 
,his notable encounter. 
This stag 


might h.we defended a young fawn 
which the eagle was tr>ing tokul. The 
eagle might nave treasured xip the re- 
membrance of the affair and sought 
revenge at the time of the romarkaole 
oucouuter.

Who Copy Pictures. 


"It was thought the pantagraph would 


make any one an artist," said a com- 
mercial artist as he ran the tracer ol 
the little machine over the outlmos of a 
peculiarly-shaped picture, "but I can 
tell you it hasn't. When it was first 
invented it was a novel idea to be able, 
say in a small photograph, to trace 
correctly the outlines lo a mathemati- 
cal cortainty, life size, or any desired 
nlzo, almost, on smother paper. 
In 


other words, to literally trace an en- 
larged silhouette from a small picture. 
It was a capital idea, but artists are 
born, not mndc. 


"Alter the picture was enlarged, and 


till the outlines faithfully transferred, 
it was found that to fill In and give ex- 
pression could not be done by anyone 
but an arti&t. The invention of the 
pantagvaph created a sensation. Rapid 
artists went all over the Dnitt-d States 
giving lessons to classes and selling the 
instruments. Each pupil bought an 
instrument and a few boxes of ora./on. 
Very few were ever Known afterward 
to succeed in making a picture that re- 
sembled the original, much less to bo~ 
'jonro artists."

"They are used mostly now to trace 


maps and Irregular moohaaioal draw- 
lug.
